Byelaws of the Exchange are amended to the extent given 
heiteunder :— 

(. The following new Byelaw is inserted as Byelaw (1B> 
•f I Chapter XI of the Byelaw9 of the Exchange :

TUBj) All claims, differences or disputes between the Trad¬ 
ing Members inter ^ Trading Members and Constituents, 
whetywr Or. not registered as Participants, Constituents inter 


se, whether or not registered as Participants, arising out of 
or in relation to dealings, contracts and transactolns executed 
or reported on the Wholesale Debt Market Trading Segment 
of the Exchange and made subject to the Byelaws, Rules and 
Regulations of the Exchange or with reference to anything 
incidental thereto or in pursuance thereof or relating to their 
validity, construction, interpretation, fulfillment or the rights; 
obligations and.liabilities of the parties thereto and including 
any question of whether such dealings, transactions and con¬ 
tracts have been entered into or not shall be submitted" to 
arbitration in accordance with the provisions of these Bye¬ 
laws and Regulations; 
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Provided this Bye law shall not ir. any way affect the juris¬ 
diction of the Exchange on the Trading Member, through 
whom such a Participant has dealt with or traded, in regard 
thereto and such Trading Member shall continue to remain 
responsible, accountable and liable to the Exchange in this 
behalf’. 

UNQUOTE 

2. The existing Byelaw (IB) of Chapter XI of the Bye¬ 
laws of the Exchange is renumbered as Byelaw (1C) and 
the following words “Byclaws (1) and (1A)” appearing on 
the first line are replaced with “Byelaws (1), (1A) and (IB)” 
m the renumbered Byelaw (1C). 

3. The w'ords "clause (1)" appearing on the sixth line of 
Byelaw 3 of Chapter XI of the Byelaws of the Exchange are 
replaced with the words “Bvelaws (1), (1A) and (IB)”. 

4. The existing clause (e) of Byelaw 23 of Chapter XII 
of the Byelaws o£ the Exchange is deleted. 

5. The following new Byclaw is inserted as Byelaw (31) 
in Chapter X!I of the Byelaws of the Exchange : 

QUOTE 

“(31) Notwithstanding anything to the contrary contained 
in this Chapter, where any securities are lodged for rectifica¬ 
tion of company objection arising out of signature difference 
or otherwise against a defaulter, the Exchange or National 
Securities Clearing Corporation Limited (Clearing Corpora- 
Uon) ixi ill * jiltw ir *t c bcni’fidsc of iiic 
receiving member /client of the receiving member, acquire 
the securities in its own name for the benefit of or in 
trust for the receiving member/client of the receiving mem¬ 
ber. The Exchange/Clearing Corporation may upon payment 
of such charges as it may prescribe, sell or otherwise dispose 
of the securities so acquired or transfer the securities to the 


receiving member/client of the receiving member, in full nn«f 
final satisfaction of the claim; Provided that the Exchange/ 
Clearing Corporation shall be free to requre such receiving 
member/client of the receiving member to indemnify the 
Exchange and Clearing Corporation in such from and man¬ 
ner as it may prescribe, as a condition precedent; Provided 
further that such payment of sale proceeds or transfer of 
securities to the receiving member/client of the receiving 
member shall discharge the claim completely and no further 
claim shall lie against the defaulter on any ground whatso¬ 
ever”. 

UNQUOTE 

6. Byelaw 9 of Chapter XIII of the Byelaws of the Exchange 
is amended as under : 

QUOTE 

“The contribution of each trading member to the Investor 
Protection Fund shall be such an amount as may be deter¬ 
mined by the relevant authority from time to time and the 
relevant authority shall further be empowered to call for 
such additional contributions as may be required from time 
to time to make up for the shortfall, if any, in the Investor 
Protection Fund, at the discretion of the relevant authority”.

7. Byelaws 10, 11 and 12 of Chapter XUI of the Byelaws 
of the FYrhange nr© Hpvtprt and ft*» existing Byelaws 13 & 
14 are re-numbered as Byelaws 10 & 11 respectively.
